Because power rates in Tor.
rance are higher than in sur-
rounding areas, Councilman Wil
lys Blount Tuesday night moved
that city officials enter negotia-
tions with the Los Angeles Bu-
reau of Power and Light to sup-
ply electricity to this city.

At present clectricity  is be-
ing supplied by the Southern
California Edison Co.
